It Is
patural thmt a Secretary of the In-
terlor, enthuslastic over hils work,
should feel that way. It Irks him be-
cnuse, when-he sees an thing to be
done, the machiners delnys the do-
ing. Laxg, always willing to take
responsibility—even for a oand In
those Cablnet meetings—Is vexed by
men who keep the buck golnz around
the tahle:

“"Every one seams to be afrald of
every one. The aself-protettive sense
s developed abnormally, the crea-
tive sense atrophies. Trust, confl-
dence, enthusiasm-—these simple vir-
tues of ail great busziness are the
ones most lacking In Government
organimtion”

Lawsults to Prevent Litigation.

By far the most interesting and
important reform recommended to the
Legislature by the New York State
Bar Assoclation at its recent meet-
ing in this city is the enactment of a
measure (o permit our courts to en-
tertain jurisdiction of lawsults to pre-
vent future iMigation. These cases
are known as suits for declaratory
reiief. The plaintiff comes intc court
with the contract he has made with
the defendant ; questions have arisen
In regard to the rights and duties of
the respective parties thereunder; he
nsks the Judge ta consider their con-
fleting views and reuder & Judgment

.| answering these questions and declar-

ing just what each party Is lawfully
bound to do under the ngreement. The
complaint s really a request for judi-
cfal guldance to avold the commission
of errors which might result In seri-
ous loss. If the jodge ean tell the
parties to the confract what thelr
rights and dutles are now a enit for
heavy damages in the future may be
avolded,

Such jurisdiction Is now 2xerciseq
by the court= in England, where these
sults for declaratory rellef have In-
creased in Aumber and importance
since the outhreak of the great war in
1914. Thp Bulletin of the American
Judlcature Society for 1910 says that
the first volume of the King’s Bench
reports for 1016 “reveals a large num-
ber of cases In which the power to
make a declaration was most benefi-
clally exercised.” We do not find a
lnrge number of such cases In that
volume, but it contains reports of
thres cames which aptly filnstrate the

lpmudm thus commended.

The first of these cases arose un-
der a charter party providing for the
hire of a steamship to be employed in
voyages "hetween safe ports”™ situated
between Iatitude 80 degrees north and
50 degrees south. The plaintiffs asked
for a judgment declaring that in Feb-
ruary, 1015, Newcastle-upon-Tyne was
not a safe port within the meaning of
this charter party. On the 11th day of
that month the Imperial German Govy-
ernment had prociaimed the waters

around Great Britaln and Lreland to

e —

every bostile merchant vessel would
be destroyed. Notwithstanding this
proclamntion the defendanis ordered
the sleamer to proceed to Neweastle,
which was within the proscrihod sone.
The plaintiffs protested on the ground
that Newcastle had become an un
safe port on account of the danger of
access ) but the vessel made the voy-
age In safety, While holding that
perils surrounding the npproach to a
port might render It unsafe, the court
refused to declare that the German
proclamation. of a blockade had any
such effect on Neweastle

The second casa also related (o &
charter party, which coutalned & pro-
vision that It should be cancelled If
the vessel was commandeered by the
Greek Government. While the ship
wns at Marseilles the capialn re-
celved an order from the Greek Gov-
ernment to proceed to the Plreus for
the purpose of placing the vessel at
the disposal of the Government. The
order was withdrawn before the ship
left Marsellles, but the court neverthe-
legs held that she had been commap-
deered and therefore declured the char-
ter party to have been cancelled.

The third of the suits for declara-
tory rellef which we have mentioned
involved an extensive contract by a
British mining corporation to furnish
large quantities of Australian zine to
n business concern in Germany. The
mining company prayed for and ob
tined n Judgment declaring that the
contranct. had been abrogated by the
ontbreak and continuanee of a state
of war between Greut Briain and
Germany, Inasmuch as trading with
un alien enemy was unlawful and the
emd of the war could not Le pre
dicted with any certalnty.

In the clreular of the New York
Stute Bar Association addressed to
the Governor, the Legislature and the
press It Is stated that this form of
remedlal justice Is sald to have been
derived from Scotland. It Is obvi-
nusly an advantage to busingss men
in woch cases as those we have de-
seribed to have thelr rights and ob-
ligations Judicially ascertalned as zoon
as possible after they are culled In
question ; and this system of declara-
tory Judgments appears to have
worked so well in Enziand as 10 jus-
tify the recommendation that It be
Introduced into the Jurisprudence of
New York.

War Department Transportation
Experiments,

The news from Washington printed
yesterday Included the subjoived mys-
tifying announcement :

“This Includes the operation of
barges and towboats on the Missis-
sippl River between St Louls and
New Orleans, between the Alabama
coal flelds and the Gulf of Mexico,
on the Warrior River project, op the
New York B Canal and on the
Delaware and Raritan Canal

“These waterway systoma are re-
garded by Director-General Hines
Ar representing a ‘mere heginning.'
amd in relinquishing control of them
he advocates a continuation of the
development ‘in order that & practl-
cable test may be made of utllizing
the natlon’s inland waterways.'*

run barges on the Mississippl, the
Warrior, the-Barge Canal and the
Delaware and Raritan Canal, under
what regulations and restrictions Is
the service to be malntained?®

Are xhe'“‘ar Department boats to
compele with privately owned and
managed bodts, or are they to engage
exclusively in Government work?

Is the War Department to rhgage
in a purely commerecial entorprise, or
Is It golng to confine its activities to
the army work and public improve-
ments which fall within its fleld?

speedily in a land supposed to be the
stronghold of theocratic Imperinlism.
Banishment In 1887, Imprisonment
and imminent donger to life In twlee
confronting armed assassins bad allke
falled to move this stndent of repre-
sentative institutions from his pur-
pose. He belleved his e
would work in Japan for her good.

When, therefore, asked whether he
was cheered because of the secession
to power of the Hara Minigiry after
the rice riots and the fall of the
Teranchl Cabinet, he surprised his
questioner by that look—so well
known to those accustomed to seruo-
tinize the supposed inscrutable Japa-
nese face—which aven in  sllance
thugders out a negative. That look
declared that his darling hope of
manhood suffrage would never be ful-
fllled In 8 mere triomph of any party
as then organized.

Underneath the rather ostentatious
names of parties which are only as-
terolds of the old exploded sun of the
feminl system an{_whlei even with
a literal transiation can have 1itgle

fact that,quly, two years ago, mflrage
was #0 far estended as to reach all
who pall three yen—$LO0—In direct
taxes, But this law han not been as
yet tested In practice.

To extend further the suffragh at
such n ilme, especinlly since one party
hitherto. supporting the Government
has been almost won over by Mn
Ozaxi's arguments, might precipitate
n crash, so the Premier dissolved the
Diet, to save his Cablnet indeed, bul
honestly to try frst what is as yet
untried. Perhaps be has drawn a
I from Americn's experience
with the evils of an overplus of un-
digested legisdation.

No sintesman
ever went more honestly to his task
than Hana; so, at least, the cool for-
cizner thinks, desplte the criticisms of
ridicals like Mr. Ozaxi. Evidently the
Premier calls on Japan if not to halt
at least tu|mark t!me while the great
noVelty of enlarged suffrage Is ex-
petimented wpon In the coming elec:

Beo from
considering any justice in the matter,
they demanded excessive angd frequent
redecoration mnd repalrs which effectu-
ally disposed of any small balance
which the landlord might agcumifiate.

Doubtless there are many such ten-
ants who der wuch circu L]
wecured in ; aEETegRLY A year
of free rent. To cite & single actual
inatance typical of many othera 1 have
in mind a thirty tehant apartment house,
new when purchased and in & good lo-
callty, the net result of the ownersbip
of which is such that the owner could
have better afforded to bave Imvested
his money on m § per cent. basls and
out of the return to have pald one-
gquarter of the Whole rent bill of all
thirty tenants for a<ten year peried (-
stead of yhaving them In & bullding of
his own, Or, to put the matter In
snother way, to hava divided the Ins
come from his securites and to have
donated one-half to his tenants during
the whole period of years.

It was the rapaclousnens of tha ten-
&ot which cut off the bullding of apart-
menta prior to the war. The war In-
tenmifled the situation, but It did not
originate §t. nor wil Its termination
end the trouble. Bullders are not look-
ing for mortgage money nor will they
build until purchasers are to be found.
Proapective purchasers are not In the
least likely to enter the market under
existing circumstances while every pub-
lig ofMicer and body from the Leglslatura
down s breathing out threantenings and
slayghter against real estite owners.

The sityation ls mot entirely due to
the tenant, for of lute years there has
sprung up the self-appointed “uplifter”
who found time to push througb the
Legislature = varisty of laws hostlle
to real estule owners. Moreover, it
was only too apparent that the (nability
of real estate to be moved out of the
Jurlsdiction was the basls of unfalr
and burdensome tazation. Even at the
present day, with the need for bullding
=0 gréat, the renl estats owner 18 throat-
ened with one hand while the prospec-
tive bullder is wheedled with Lhe other,
It may be fine to form a tenants unlon |
and to browbeat the landiord, but it Is
not the way to get new bulldings. The
people of the locality which Indulges
in it may have lo emulate thelr simian
ancestors and take to the trees for thelr
dwellings.

it i true that in theory the buck law
caused every man to look before he
eshot, but In mectual practice it Is very,
very seldom that the s*x of the deer
can be distinguished when the animal
is in motion;, as the horna are practly
cally the same color as ihe branches
of the trees through which he moves,
and an auimal Is usually moving rap-
ldly when shot at.

Probably the most potent factor In
connection with the killing of deer s
the fact that a very great number of
the deer killed are shot mot by Lhe
sportsman but by the gulde. The num-
ber of such deer killed by each gulde
in some mections of the Adirondacks, If
not ail, is appalling. This s not & mat-
ter of theory, but one of absolute fact,
as can be gttested by any one who has
been in the hunting camps with his
eyes open during the hunting season,

I understand that in certain sections|

of Canada and In ponsibly one or two
of the States the guides are registered
and arf licensed to gulde. When guid-
ing they are pot allowed to carry a gun,
their sole duty being that of gulding.
In those of Canada where this
law in ani the guides have banded
themselves (n nn association and the
esprit de corpe of the assoclation is very
high, as the guldes appreciate that the
violating of the game laws eventually
means decreassd Income to them.

1n the last analysis nearly every game
law that can be placed on the stniute
books is up to the gulde largely for
enforoement. As long as the guide re-
fuses Lo coopernte with the State for
his own benefit and Instead winks at
violations of the game law .and per-
sists |n shooting deer that his party
take back with them, just so long =hall
we be In danger of losing the deer herd
of the Adirondack forest

1 am not opposed to the buck law and
it is not my wish to be so0 understood,
but it Is my earnest wish that the above
pointa may be brought before the at-
tention of your readers and the Legls-
lature of New York State.
